Wiens said significant 
growth in the County’s as¬ 
sessment rates came mostly 
from an increase in non- 
residential values, and is at¬ 
tributed to increased oil and 
gas activity in the area. 


Hast comparisons were a 
bit above average,” Wiens 
said, adding that no com¬ 
parison has been made with 
2005 budgets. “We’ve com¬ 
pared very favourably to Red 
Deer and Rockyview in the 
past and we’re about middle 
of the pack.” Clearwater

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“You can only do that for so 
long,” he said. ‘“Red Deer said, 
- No tax increase, we’ll live off 
reserves’, but at some point 
you end up with nothing left 
and that’s dangerous too.” 

Shea was also concerned 
with Public Works efficiencies, 
and would like to see a contin¬ 
gency plan set up, with money 
reserved for Public Works 
moved into a general fund. 

“When they need the money, 
pass a motion in council and 
give it to them,” he said. 
“Don’t just say spend it. That 
was the old Alberta way of do¬ 
ing things and look what hap¬ 
pened. It created a debt.” 

Johnsrude said a lot of fac¬ 
tors come into play in spend¬ 
ing money, but that it is a struc¬ 
tured process. 

“Departments don’t just 
spend dollars because they’re 
there,” he said. “If a program 
is being provided, money needs 
to be there to fund it.” 

The County is currently into 
its third year of long-range road 
planning which will likely see 
prioritized projects put into ef¬ 
fect. “The budget has gone up 
significantly, but it’s gone up 
in high stress areas,” Wiens 
said. “There’s not a lot of 
choice. You can’t expect to cut 
expenses and not impact serv¬ 
ice levels.” 

But Shea said the County 
lacks a concrete plan for the 
$1.1 million increase expected 
in Public Works initiatives. 

“There’s huge gobs of money 
dropping on us,” he said. 
“Where’s our vision. We just 
took that extra money and 
plopped it into our budget.” 

Deputy Reeve Dave Derksen

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Train accident victim remembered

The victim of last Tues¬ 
day’s train accident, Betty 
(Mary Elizabeth) Vorachek, 
76, of Olds, was a Chinook 
Arch Victim Services volun¬ 
teer and had dedicated the 
last seven-and-a-half years of 
her life serving those in need. 

Roberta Elammer, coordi¬ 
nator at Chinook Arch Vic¬ 
tim Services, said all of 
Betty’s co-volunteers and 
friends were shocked and 
deeply saddened by her 
death. 

“We were stunned and sad¬ 
dened to hear what hap¬ 
pened,” said Hammer. “She 
was an extremely dedicated 
volunteer and member of the 
community. ” 

Betty died after being 
struck by the lead engine of 
a 59-car CP Rail freight train 
at a controlled crossing in 
downtown Olds at approxi¬ 
mately 11:30 a.m., April 12. 

Dean Craig, the only wit¬ 
ness to come forward, said 
he saw her approaching the 
train tracks from the east, 
heading west. 

“The train was blowing 
its horn,” he said. “She was 
trying to hurry across. I 
think maybe she figured she 
could make it. I thought she 
did make it across the tracks 
and then the train came to 
an abrupt stop.” 

Employees at Alberta 
Treasury Branch said they 
also heard the train “laying 
on the horn” and thought it 
was strange as this crossing 
was a no whistle zone for 
trains. 

Hammer said many people 
have questions as to how 
this could have happened, 
“we want to know why? But 
in this case there are no an¬ 
swers.” 

Nicholas Thain, Mountain 
View Regional Emergency 
Services, said Betty was dead 
when emergency crews ar¬ 
rived. Ed Greenberg, spokes¬ 
man for CP Rail, said the 
train’s crew initiated emer¬ 
gency stopping procedures, 
including braking and blow¬ 
ing the whistle, prior to the 
victim being struck. 

“The pedestrian was get¬ 
ting too close to the train, so 
they went into the emergency 
procedure,” said Greenberg. 
“A part of the front end 
caught her.” 

He said crossing protec¬ 
tion devices, traffic arms, 
lights and bells, were work¬ 
ing at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. The train was travel¬ 
ling below the 70 km/h speed 
limit at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. All three crew mem¬ 
bers, who were not injured, 
have been offered critical in¬ 
cident counselling.

Alberta improving access to 
hip and knee surgeries 


Degenerative joint dis¬ 
ease affects more than 10 
per cent of the Alberta popu¬ 
lation. Hips and knees are 
the most common joints af¬ 
fected. Total joint replace¬ 
ment surgery is widely rec¬ 
ognized as one of the most 
effective ways to relieve 
pain and improve mobility 
and function for these pa¬ 
tients. 

Despite the govern¬ 
ment’s increase in targeted 
funding for this type of sur¬ 
gery and the increasing 
number of surgeries per¬ 
formed each year, the 
health system is still not 
able to keep up with de¬ 
mand. That’s why a dedi¬ 
cated group of orthopedic 
surgeons, along with health 
professionals in regional 
health authorities and Al¬ 
berta Health and Wellness 
investigated ways to im¬ 
prove the way care is organ¬ 
ized for these patients. The 
goal was to make the proc¬ 
ess even more efficient and 
to increase the number of 
surgeries performed each 
year. 

Formed in 2002, the 
working committee found 


several opportunities to 
streamline the process and 
improve the way the health 
system is organized for pa¬ 
tients. In fact, they discov¬ 
ered that patients might be 
waiting unnecessarily; for 
example, patients waiting to 
see a specialist about sur¬ 
gery when a non-surgical 
option might be more appro¬ 
priate; or patients having to 
miss a surgery date, re¬ 
schedule and wait again be¬ 
cause they weren’t well 
enough to proceed with sur¬ 
gery the first time around. 

A more integrated shared 
care model was developed. In 
this new approach, family 
physicians become more in¬ 
volved in their patient’s care 
— they help to get their pa¬ 
tients prepared for surgery 
and care for them after sur¬ 
gery. 

This will help to ensure 
that patients are healthy 
enough for surgery and 
make it through on their 
first scheduled date. It 
should also help to increase 
the number of surgical pro¬ 
cedures completed each 
year. 

This year, the govern¬ 


ment will conduct a pilot of 
this new approach in three 
health regions Capital, 
Calgary and David 
Thompson. The new model 
will be evaluated based on 
criteria including efficiency 
and effectiveness. 

Central assessment clin¬ 
ics will be established in 
Sherwood Park, Red Deer 
and Calgary for the pilot. A 
team of health care profes¬ 
sionals will be able to quickly as¬ 
sess the patients referred for sur¬ 
gery to be certain that surgery is 
the most appropriate treatment. 
The target is to assess patients 
within 15 days of referral to the 
clinic. 

Today, some patients wait as 
long as six months to see a spe¬ 
cialist before their surgery is 
booked. 

Improving access to health 
care services is a priority for 
this government. Innovative 
changes to the way care is or¬ 
ganized is one way we’re im¬ 
proving access and the qual¬ 
ity of our health care system.

1. Budget - The Chi¬ 

nook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) board 
responded to funding 
announcements made 
by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment today. The 
board is pleased with 
what appears will be a 
7.1% overall increase 
in funding to K-12 edu¬ 
cation, including a 
2.5% increase to the 
per student grant. The 
board is anxious to see 
the specifics of how the 
provincial budget will 
impact Chinook’s 
Edge. In past years, the 
division has seen a de¬ 
clining amount in re¬ 
serves, which were 
used for programs and 
services for students. 
CESD reserves are ex¬ 
tremely low and the 
coming budget cycle 
could be challenging, 
depending on how the 
provincial budget an¬ 
nouncement specifi¬ 
cally impacts 

Chinook’s Edge. 

2. Olds Koinonia 
Christian School -The 
CESD board was in¬ 
formed of discussions 
with Olds Koinonia 
Christian School 
(OKCS), regarding the 


possibility of OKCS be¬ 
coming an alternative 
school within 

Chinooks Edge. If an 
agreement is reached, 
OKCS could become a 
part of CESD by Sep¬ 
tember 2005. OKCS 
currently has 260 stu¬ 
dents in grades K-12. 
An agreement would 
make sure the distinct 
identity of OKCS re¬ 
mains intact, while pro¬ 
viding a faith-based al¬ 
ternative for Chinook’s 
Edge students. 

According to Roy 
Brassard, Chairman, 
CESD “providing alter¬ 
natives such as a faith- 
based program, as well 
as other programs like 
French immersion, 
year-round programs, 
and outreach pro¬ 
grams, and other pro¬ 
grams within our 
schools allow us to en¬ 
sure education is tai¬ 
lored to the individual 
needs of our students 
and their families.” 

3. Facilities Three 
Year Capital Plan - The 
board had its first look 
at the new 3-year capi¬ 
tal plan. Every year, 
school divisions submit 
their 3-year capital 


plans to Alberta Infra¬ 
structure. The plan 
outlines priority areas 
for modernizations and 
new construction, and 
operates much like a 
“wish list’”. P r i - 
ority areas for Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge include a 
new elementary school 
in Carstairs, a gym ex¬ 
pansion at Hugh Suth¬ 
erland in Carstairs, a 
new elementary school 
for Springbrook, a new 
high school for Red 
Deer County, moderni¬ 
zation of C.P. Blakely 
School in Sylvan Lake, 
construction of a prac¬ 
tical arts facility at 
Spruce View School, 
and modernization of 
John Wilson Elemen¬ 
tary School. In 
Innisfail, additionally, 
the Community Learn¬ 
ing Campus proposal 
for Olds has been for¬ 
warded to Alberta In¬ 
frastructure and 
awaits approval. 

a. Negotiations - 
The board was given an 
update on negotia¬ 
tions.The joint state¬ 
ment prepared by 
CESD and the local Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation is: “negotia¬ 


tions are progressing 
well and 2 further 
meetings are scheduled 
for April 11 and 20.” 

5. 2005 Excellence 
in Teaching Awards - 
Two Chinook’s Edge 
teachers are among the 
finalists for Alberta’s 
Excellence in Teaching 
Awards. Jason Drent 
from Sundre High 
School and Terry 
Seidel from Reed Ranch 
School (east of Olds) 
are finalists. The 
board expressed its 
congratulations to 
both teachers and to 
others who were nomi¬ 
nated. 

Brassard said, “We 
are fortunate to have so 
many talented and 
dedicated teachers in 
Chinook’s Edge. Your 
daily efforts are ‘excel¬ 
lent’ and we appreciate 
the positive impact you 
have on students. On 
behalf of the board, to 
Jason and Terry and to 
our teaching staff,

-The board moved to

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It’s mid April and except for a few really protected 
spots the snow is gone, but we know this is not the 
end of the snow season. There will probably be at least 
one more big dump but because the moisture is good 
and Spring snow doesn’t last I won’t hate it the way I 
hate snow in October. So is it Spring yet? I guess so, 
calves are bouncing in the pasture, the squills and cro¬ 
cus are up, green grass pokes its way through gravel 
at the road edge, the sun has new warmth, the mama 
cat looks suspiciously round and best of all the Blue¬ 
birds are back. 

The earliest we have ever seen them is March 12 in 
1992, the males come first to scout out nest sites and 
the females follow soon after. The male will present 
two or three possibilities, the female chooses the one 
she prefers and construction begins. Usually they raise 
two broods each summer and in fall when they are pre¬ 
paring to migrate we sometimes see twelve or more 
birds in a flock. We wonder if the flock members are 
all one family with mom, dad and older and younger 
siblings. 

There are Eastern, Western and Mountain Bluebirds 
and this area sees an occasional Western but mostly 
we have Mountain bluebirds and for my money they 
are the prettiest. The Eastern variety is a darker blue 
and both male and female have red breasts with the 
female somewhat duller than her husband. The West¬ 
ern male is much like the Eastern male with a bluer 
chin and a bit less red breasted, his mate is grayish 
blue with a soft pink breast. Our Mountain Bluebird 
male is two shades of the bluest blue ever created, his 
wife is a soft gray with blue and gray wings. 

Bluebirds are highly migratory and the ones nest¬ 
ing in your birdhouse probably winter in Mexico. 
Twenty years ago they were so scarce that most of us 
had never seen one but thanks to aggressive protec¬ 
tion and nesting programs they have made a remark¬ 
able comeback. 

April is when the big white whistling Swans go 
through on their way to their nesting grounds in 
Alaska and the Low Arctic. At this time of year we see 
them on dugouts and sloughs and even on good sized 
puddles in open fields. They have been wintering along 
the Atlantic Coast from Maryland to North Carolina. 
My National Geographic Birds of North America, calls 
them Tundra Swans and says that a North American 
subspecies was formerly called Whistling Swan but My 
Birds of Alberta Salt and Wilk and Doug Gilroy’s Prai¬ 
rie Wildlife call them Whistling Swans and that’s good 
enough for me. 

Salt and Wilk says that the Whistling Swan is a fairly 
common migrant up to 55 inches long while the Trum¬ 
peter is a scarce summer resident and much bigger at 
65 ins long. From any distance you could hardly tell 
them apart and it’s unlikely that either species would 
wait patiently while you measured he or she. One of 
my books also says that when relaxed the Whistler tends 
to hold it’s head straight up from it’s breast but it 
does not say how one judges the state of relaxation in 
a swan. 

Who can think of Spring without thinking of Rob¬ 
ins. Other birds may arrive earlier but it takes the 
first Robin to make it officially Spring. The day may 
be gloomy and spirits dull, the sky gray as gunmetal 
and snowflakes drifting past leafless trees but even the 
sound of a Robin promises better things and when we 
actually see one we can’t help but feel that warmth 
and sunshine are going to follow. 

It’s Spring and summer will soon be with us. Re¬ 
joice.

The Didsbury Lions 
Club was formed in 
1945,the year that saw 
the end of WW2.

Happy birthday Alberta!

It occurs to me that 
if all the oil and gas com¬ 
panies coordinated their 
flaring activity, we 
could light up Alberta 
like a huge birthday 
cake. It would make Al¬ 
berta visible from space 
and be a graphic illus¬ 
tration of celebration. 

It might also bring 
some real, open debate 
to the issue of flaring 
out of the halls of indus¬ 
try and environmental 
groups and into the 
homes and coffee shops 
of our communities. 

The closest figure for 
exactly how many flares 
we’re talking about sim¬ 
ply doesn’t exist. I have 
one document that men¬ 
tions “6,500 in opera¬ 
tion in Alberta,” but it 
has no date attached to 
it. Obviously though, 
it’s not current and from 
what I can see new wells 
are popping up like acne 
on an adolescent. 

You may recall I men¬ 
tioned an alternative to 
open stack flaring (a 
Clean Enclosed Burner) 
and asked landowners to 
request it on their prop¬ 
erty. Since then, a few 
landowners lamented to 
me that you can ask an 
oil company for almost 
anything, get them to 
put it in a signed agree¬ 
ment and then sit back 
and watch them do 


whatever works best for 
them. 

David called me after 
reading a Learning 
Curve and told me about 
an oil slick downwind of 
a flarestack on a 
friend’s land. This ap¬ 
parently happens when 
the wind blows the flare 
out and it begins to vent 
rather than burn. 

So now, I’m watching 
really closely for a flar¬ 
ing notice about the well 
across the street. Not 
only may it pollute my 
air, but it might leave an 
oil slick too close for 
comfort. It will depend 
which way the wind 
blows during the flare. 

Every time I talk to 
someone in the oil and 
gas industry, I get great 
cooperation and what 
sounds like a sincere 
concern for Alberta’s 
environment. However, 
it seems like this is like 
having them put some¬ 
thing in writing. They 
mean well, but they just 
can’t get on the ground 
change. 

I suspect the large 
companies suffer from 
disconnect between com¬ 
pany environmental 
policy and staffers or 
contractors in the field. 
However, if we are deal¬ 
ing with an entrenched 
“this is the way it’s 
done” scenario then it’s 
going to take a mighty 
push to dislodge it. It is 


unlikely that the push 
will come internally and 
I suspect it’s up to aver¬ 
age Albertans to provide. 

I came across a state¬ 
ment that the majority 
of flaring in Canada 
takes place in Alberta. 
This means that if 
Albertans don’t address 
this issue, at some point 
in the future the rest of 
Canada will point a fin¬ 
ger at us and send us to 
the corner to think 
about the error of our

ways. This will probably 
happen around 2012 
when we miss our 
Kyoto targets. 

So, we best light up 
the province for our 
centennial and cel¬ 
ebrate our birthday 
with a pyromaniac, 
space show before citi¬ 
zen revolt and interna¬ 
tional embarrassment 
force governments to 
make the oil and gas 
industry change its 
flaring practices.

The sun is out, the birds are singing and the snow is over for another season, we hope. It is that time of year that people start looking out into their yards, 
see what plants are coming up and will take a good look at their trees and shrubs. This is the time of year our phone is ringing and some of the calls so far 
are “How much to take the top off my tree”? 

Why Topping Hurts Trees 

Topping causes a great amount of stress to a live tree. Removing 50-100% of the crown "starves” the tree. When a tree is topped it will activate latent buds, 
forcing rapid growth of multiple shoots below each cut. It does this because when the top is cut off, the branches that would normally produce leaves (the 
“food factory" of the tree) are no longer there. Rapidly growing shoots are produced because new leaves need to form. If the tree does not have the stored 
energy reserves to do this, it will kill the tree. When a tree is stressed it is more vulnerable to insect and diseases. Very similar to a person who is sick and 
their immune system is low. Most insects are actually attracted to stressed trees by chemical signals. 

Topping a tree causes decay. When a pruning cut is made correctly the tree is biologically able to close that wound. If the wound is too large or not made 
properly it exposes an opening for decay, which will move down through the branches and rot out the rest of the tree. 

Did you know topping could lead to sunburn? The tree's leaves are produced to absorb sunlight. When a tree is topped and branches and leaves have 
been removed the remaining branches and trunk are exposed to high levels of light and heat. The result may be sunburn of the tissues beneath the bark. 

This leads to cankers; bark splitting, and death of some branches. 

Topping is Expensive. Topping is high maintenance. When a tree is topped its natural shape is permanently altered. Storm damage is inevitable when wind 
and snow easily breaks the flimsy new shoots from a topping cut after just a few years. More topping or proper pruning or removals arc the only possible 
outcomes from topping. The longer a large topped tree remains standing, the more 
hazardous it becomes due to internal decay. Topping has the opposite effect if the 
goal was to make the tree safer and topping is much more expensive in the long 


Alternatives. A tree's height or spread may need to be reduced for clearances if 
utility lines are above. It is important when planting a tree that the correct space is 
given for it. 

Ask a Certified Arborist if your tree can be saved if it has been topped in the past, 
talk to a Certified Arborist before someone else tops your tree.

Spring’s the perfect time for a safety clean-up to protect our families and our 
property. Start by checking each room of your house for unsafe conditions, including 
the attic and basement. Remove all hazards. Check for frayed or damaged appliance 
cords, wiring, fuses or breakers and repair or replace them. Remove and recycle 
those stacks of papers and magazines.

Winter time is resting time for virtu¬ 
ally all forms of Canadian plant life. 
During this dormant period there is no 
active growth for fruit and other decidu¬ 
ous trees, no green foliage or buds. As 
a result, it’s the ideal time to apply dor¬ 
mant sprays, which can not be toler¬ 
ated by the tender foliage present dur¬ 
ing the growing season. Aptly named, 
dormant sprays are highly effective in 
controlling such harmful pests as scale 
insects, which are extremely resistant 
to conventional products. These insects 
live under protective caps that appear 
as humps or scales on the surface bark 
of the tree. Dormant sprays soak 
through the scale, smothering the tiny 
insects where they live before the grow¬ 
ing season begins. The two common 


dormant sprays are Dormant Oil and 
Liquid Lime Sulphur. Dormant Oil, 
when mixed with water for spraying, is 
an effective insect control measure. Liq¬ 
uid Lime Sulphur, on the other hand, 
offers a one-two punch. It controls the 
insects mentioned above, as well as 
maple gall and spruce gall aphids. It’s 
also an effective measure in the control 
of certain fungi. For example, diseases 
such as Peach Leaf Curl, Apple Scab, 
and Rose Black Spot can usually be pre¬ 
vented with a pre-season application. 
Dormant sprays can be applied in late 
winter or early spring before the new 
buds show green at the tips. Apply on a 
clear mild day to ensure the spray will 
dry on the tree and not freeze. For more 
information, visit www.greenearth.ca.

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Safety manager hired to reduce incidents in schools

pational health and 
safety act last April 
and the requirements 
were significant that 
we felt we needed a spe¬ 
cialist in that area,” 
Gibbons said. “We are 
always concerned with 
the health and safety of 
our students, whether 
they are in chemistry 
labs or in industrial 
arts facilities. The 
Board felt having an 
expert would be great.” 

Lonsberry is cur¬ 
rently on a one-year 
initial contract with 
the school division. 


I he biggest com¬ 
ment when I ask them 
about it, ‘We never 
knew that,’ and ‘no 
one ever told us that it 
had to be done.’” 

Aside from the Syl¬ 
van Lake incident, the 
Province has also 
brought in the health 
and safety act which 
CESD Superintendent 
felt they just didn’t 
have the expertise to 
deal with so it was es¬ 
sential to hire a safety 
manager. 

“The government 
brought in a new occu- 


In an effort to en¬ 
sure that schools are 
as safe as possible, 
harmful chemicals are 
kept behind lock and 
key and just basic op¬ 
erations of the school 
are running safely, 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) has 
hired a safety officer. 

Linden Lonsberry 
started a one year con¬ 
tract with CESD 
March 7. Over the next 
year Lonsberry will go 
through every school 
and put forward recom¬ 
mendations to each 
school, and the divi¬ 
sion on ways to im¬ 
prove safety for the 
11,000 student school 
division. 

“I am here to set up 
a safety program for 
the school division to 
help reduce claims, 
costs, and create a safe 
environment for stu¬ 
dents and staff,” 
Lonsberry said. 

The idea of hiring a 
safety officer was 
sparked by CESD last 
year, when two Sylvan 
Lake students poisoned 
a fellow student. The 
two female students 
added a harmful chemi¬ 
cal to the girls slush 
drink, which caused 
her to become sick. The 
two students were 
originally charged with 
attempted murder; 
however, the charges 
were later reduced. 

Part of Lonsberry’s 
job, will be to go 
through school’s sci¬ 
ence labs to determine 
which chemicals are 
harmful and those 
chemicals will be 
placed behind lock and 
key to prevent any fur¬ 
ther incidents from oc¬ 
curring. 

Lonsberry will look 
at everything from hav¬ 
ing schools remove 
cardboard that might 
be stored in the fur¬ 
nace room, to electrical 
plates not being in¬ 
stalled correctly. 

“Every school re¬ 
ceives a report back in 
two days of me being 
there. It gives recom¬ 
mendations on what 
the school can do, what 
the custodians can do, 
and also maintenance 
issues that need to be 
corrected,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Lonsberry says that 
the schools he has al¬ 
ready completed safety 
checks on, most of the 
school principals - as 
they are trained educa¬ 
tors not safety manag¬ 
ers - don’t even realize 
some of the risks in 
their schools.

QUESTION: My baby is only a year old, and she is a 
joy to my husband and me. But your description of 
toddlerhood is kind of scary. It's just around the corner. 
Are the "terrible twos" really so terrible? 

DR. DOBSON: I think the toddler years are delight¬ 
ful. It is a period of dynamic blossoming and unfolding. 
New words are being learned daily, and the cute verbal 
expressions of that age will be remembered for half a cen¬ 
tury. It is a time of excitement over fairy stories and Santa 
Claus and furry puppy dogs. And most important, it is a 
precious time of loving and warmth that will scurry by all 
too quickly and never return. 

Admittedly, the toddler years can also be quite challeng¬ 
ing to a busy mother. Not the least of her frustrations is 
the negativism of that period of development. It has been 
said that all human beings can be classified into two broad 
categories: those who would vote "yes" to the various propo¬ 
sitions of life, and those who would be inclined to vote 
"no." I can tell you with confidence that each toddler around 
the world would definitely cast a negative vote! 

If there is one word that characterizes the period be¬ 
tween 15 and 24 months of age, it is "No!" No, he doesn't 
want to eat his cereal. No, he doesn't want to play with his 
dump truck. No, he doesn't want to take his bath. And 
you can be sure, no, he doesn't want to get to bed anytime 
at all. It is easy to see why this period of life has been 
called "the first adolescence," because of the negatives, con¬ 
flict and independence of the age. 

Perhaps the most irritating aspect of the "terrible 
twos" is the tendency of kids to spill things, destroy things, 
eat horrible things, fall off things, flush things, kill things 
and get into things. They also have a knack for doing 
embarrassing things, like sneezing on a nearby man at a 
lunch counter. During these toddler years, any unexplained 
silence of more than 30 seconds can throw an adult into a 
sudden state of panic. 

What mother has not had the shock of opening the bed¬ 
room to find Tony Tornado covered with lipstick from the 
top of his head to the carpet on which he stands? On the 
wall is his own artistic creation with a red handprint in 
the center, and throughout the room is the aroma of Chanel 
No. 5 with which he has anointed his baby brother. Wouldn't 
it be interesting to hold a national convention sometime, 
bringing together all the mothers who have experienced 
that exact trauma? 

Yes, toddlerhood is challenging, but it is also a wonder¬ 
ful time of life. It will last but a brief moment in time. 
There are millions of older parents today with grown chil¬ 
dren who would give all they possess to relive those bub¬ 
bly days with their toddlers. Enjoy these years to the full¬ 
est. 

QUESTION: How early in life is a child capable of 
making a willful challenge to parental authority? 

DR. DOBSON: Depending on the temperament of the 
individual, defiant behavior can be displayed by very young 
children. A father once told me of taking his 3-year-old 
daughter to a basketball game. The child was, of course, 
interested in everything in the gym except the athletic con¬ 
test. The father permitted her to roam free and climb on 
the bleachers, but he set up definite limits regarding how 
far she could stray. He took her by the hand and walked 
with her to a stripe painted on the gym floor. 

"You can play all around the building, Janie, but don't 
go past this line," he instructed her. 

Dad had no sooner returned to his seat than the toddler 
scurried in the direction of the forbidden territory. She 
stopped at the border for a moment, then flashed a grin 
over her shoulder to her father, and deliberately placed 
one foot over the line as if to say, "Whatcha gonna do about 
it?" Virtually every parent the world over has been asked 
the same question at one time or another. That's the way 
some kids are made.

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

We appreciate electricity 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

We are so blessed! We 
have electricity all the 
time and water to spare. 
When we visit with 
friends they tell us hor¬ 
ror stories of fourteen 
hours of electricity in 14 
days. Others tell of 
spending large amounts of 
money to buy diesel to 
run their generators. Sev¬ 
eral years ago, Hillcrest 
School spent a huge 
amount of money to con¬ 
nect with a very reliable 
electricity supplier. Since 
then we have had very few 
problems. We are indeed 
very blessed! 

And the electricity be¬ 
comes an even bigger ben¬ 
efit when the heat can 
keep us from sleeping 
unless we run fans. We 
don’t have air condition¬ 
ers and usually we don’t 
need them here in Jos. 
Janet has talked about 
taking a sleeping bag 
down to the computer lab 
and sleeping there for a 
night, in the air-condi¬ 
tioned comfort. Most 
nights we just take quick 
showers before we go to 
bed. If we can get to sleep 
before we get too hot, we 
are grateful. The heat 
seems to bother Janet 
more than me. I men¬ 


tioned to a friend that 
Janet hadn’t slept be¬ 
cause of the heat, but I 
was unaware of that un¬ 
til she told me. The reply 
was: “Typical male!” 

For several weeks now 
the basketball courts 
have been under re-con¬ 
struction. The old courts 
were probably poured in 
the mid-60s and have held 
up very well, but it was 
time to improve them. A 
local construction com¬ 
pany was hired to remove 
the old concrete and put 
in new seating as well as 
better courts. It has been 
interesting to watch the 
progress. These people 
obviously know what 
they are doing and are 
working to plan. They 
are probably on schedule 
as well. We just trust that 
the rains, which should 
come soon, won’t disturb 
the construction. 

Janet interviewed a 
Nigerian lady who is to 
take her place in the 


Hillcrest library. This lady 
has a degree in library sci¬ 
ence from here in Nigeria 
and she works in the li¬ 
brary at the University of 
Jos. Janet was told that 
this is the only possible 
replacement for right 
now. We trust that it will 
work out well. Janet has 
put in years of time and 
effort to get the library 
where it is now. It would 
be sad to see it deterio¬ 
rate. 

Our local church, the 
United Missionary Church 
of Africa, has to have a new 
expatriate quota for the mis¬ 
sionaries who come to work 
with UMCA. The last two 
times this document had to 
be renewed it fell to me to 
go to Abuja to the Federal 
Ministry of Internal Affairs 
and get it done. 

This time I am oveijoyed 
that the current President 
of UMCA is a former am¬ 
bassador for Nigeria. As 
such he has friends in high 
places. Instead of me going 


to the lowest clerk and be¬ 
ginning the process of get¬ 
ting a new quota document. 
Dr. Bawa has talked with 
people at the very highest 
level. In fact, on Saturday 
one of these officials drove 
the two hours from Abuja 
to Minna to check with Dr. 
Bawa about what was 
needed. They phoned me to 
confirm the request. I can¬ 
not begin to tell how grate¬ 
ful I am that I don’t have 
to travel to Abuja several 
times to get this quota 
looked after. Several times 
I have expressed my appre¬ 
ciation to Dr. Bawa, who 
assures me that it isn’t any 
big deal. Well, for me it 
would definitely be a lot of 
work and spending hours 
travelling to and from 
Abuja, as well as hours 
in the heat in the offices 
in the ministries there. 
God is good!

Notice to Farmers 


On March 29, the federal government announced the Farm Income 
Payment Program, which will deliver $1 billion in assistance to 
Canadian farmers. 

The program includes two components: 

• A general payment of $841.5 million. Producers of all 
commodities, with the exception of supply managed 
commodities, are eligible for this payment. 

• A direct payment of $155 million to producers of cattle and 
other eligible ruminants including bison, elk, deer, goats and 
sheep. 

If you received a payment under the Transitional Industry Support 
Program (TISP) in 2004, you do not need to apply. Payments will 
be sent to you automatically. 

If you did not receive a payment under the TISP program in 2004, 
you can apply now. Applications are now available on the Farm 
Income Payment Web site at www.agr.gc.ca/fip 
or by calling toll free at 1-866-367-8506. 

The deadline to apply is July 31, 2005.
